It is a ques- 
tion whether anything more can be done 
under this head than has already been 
attempted. Only a week or two since 
we remarked upon the highly prosperous 
position taken up by the Chinese in the 
Sandwich Islands, and upon the like 
lihood of their soon becoming the raling 
power in the country, ~Time and again 
have we expostulated with the ‘Govern- 
ment here, and protested against thé ac- 
tion taken by Mr.-Hennessy ‘in regard 
to this matter, We have refuted His 
Excellency’s atatements and. disproved 
his charges against the honeaty of the 
trade; but all tono purpose, The Com- 
mittee of the Tung Wah Hospital was 
consulted; and as the advice of that 
body appears to be in favour of Hia Ex- 
cellency’s bias. on the subject, the views 
of. those who ought to know, official as.
